' Little river is a better Hood con- 
troller than six small ones. 


In a statement to representatives 


"of Arkansas, Texas and Oklahoma, 


I gathered for the Dallas conference, 


Louis W.'Prenliss, Southwest divi- 
sion chief of the army engineers, 
rbaid: 


"I have studied the building of 


a number of dams, and my i cc- 


ycommendation is going to be that 
Rthc original Millwood dam can pro-" 


ividc the protection needed on the 
-lower Red river below Fulton."

• Nosv congress authorized the Mill- 
wood dam in 1946. The Star urged

More About This Fur-Bearing 
Cow-So Far They Haven't 
Proved to Be Very Profitable

Belle Fourche, S. D.' — (/I') — 


You don't have to sec a fur-bear- 
ing cow to believe in il— but it 
helps. Yes even if the fur isn't 
there when you see it. 


The fur-bearing cow, called a 


Brahmalo, was produced by Pete 
Rosander, a crippled, 54-year-old 
rancher. He got il by crossing a 
Buffalo bull wilh Brahma cows. 
II may be one of America's lead- 
ing meal animals of tomorrow. 


Pete now has 10 of these odd 


half-breed critters and a herd of 23 
buffalo. 
I rode in a motor ear 


wilh him across his 
sagebrush 


studded acres for a look at them. 


On the way Pete, who is a kind 


of Buffalo psychiatrist, filled me 
with Bison lore. He has a way 
with anismals, and no other man 
alive gels along wilh a 
Buffalo 


belter—or knows more about it. 


'You cool off by sweating or 


panting," he said. "People 
and 


Brahmalo smcal or nol. I don't 
— like dogs do. They can bans 
their tongue out a foot. And the 
further it hangs the faster 
and 


further they can run. 


"I don't know yet whether my 


Brahmalo sweat or not. 
Haven't killed one. Most

"Well, yo u know, it's shed now 


— being summer," said Pete, and 
I felt really silly. "But in 
the 


winter they look like big black 
tomcats. When it gets bolow zero, 
Ihey don't shiver off weight 
or 


hump up behind a fence post like 
ordinary catle lo try to get away 
from the wind. They're out run- 
ning foot races. The cold just don't 
bother them." 


Pete has spent nine stubborn 


years developing 
the 
Brahmalo. 


He thinks 
it is more 
efficient 


than the ordinary white-faced steer 
because he says it can protecl it- 
self better from 
cold, 
requires 


less winter fee, and can grow al- 
most as much flesh on 
cheap 


range grass as a steer fattened 
on expensive corn.
